matter by the acknowledgment of the party so executing the

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(1) before any British Consul or Vice Consul ami 
attested by a certificate under the hand of such oflicer and 
the official seal of such British Consul or Vice Consul endorsed 
on or annexed to the document proved; or

i. If Ihe acknowledgment by Ihe party executing a docu¬ 
ment or the declaration of a subscribing witness thereto pur¬ 
ports lobe attested in the manner prescribed in Sections 2 and 
d hereof, the duo execution of Ihe document, shall be deemed 
to be sufficiently proved, and il shall not he necessary lo prove 
the signature or seal or the official character of the person 
purporting to attest such acknowledgment or declaration.
